It is not sufficient to blame the circum- 
stances which followed the Reformation ; 
for, even before the Invasion itself, St: 
Malachy seems to have despaired of their 
usefulness. Again, how did the Renais- 
sance, Which so strangely changed the bent 
of every Continental culture, penetrate or 
afiect old Ireland? Misa Hull does not 
neglect the internal Lois of the Gaelic 
order—the shifting of the balance of power 
among the clans, or, as the Elizabethan 
writers said, the ‘‘ nations,’’ of Ireland— 
but she dóes not reveal the intellectual 
changes that came over the land and 
governed the trend of history. It would 
not be unfair to say that Miss Hull 
neglects the wood for the trees: she 
amasses fascinating details and neglects 
large tendencies.

Timothy Lennox was summoned by the 
Inspector of Reformatory and Industrial 
Schools to show cause why an order should 
not be made against him for the payment of 
contributions towards the maintenance of his 
two sons, who are in Artane School. 

The, defendant. stated that his boys were 
committed to Artane School while he was in 
a sanatorium, and he was not aware. that 
they had committed any crime. He was pre- 
pared and anxious to maintain them and 
send them to school. He had already peti- 
tioned the Minister of Education, but the 
Minister considered it was in the boys’ 
interests that they should be retained at 
Artane School. 

Defendant’s wife, examined, stated that 
she had not been examined with regard to 
her children’s committal. 

The Justice said that the defendant had 
his remedy by way of habeas corpus if he 
wanted to recover the custody of his sons. 

Mr. J. V. Brady, solicitor for defendant, 
said that that was a very expensive pro- 
cedure for poor people to adopt. 

The Justice fixed 5s. a week for each child 
to be ws by the father. 

Mr. Brady supposed that, pending the pro- 
ceedings, the general community would have 
to support those children, whom their 
parents were willing to maintain. It was an 
extraordinary thing that the father was never 
consulted with reference to the committal. 

WATER IN BUTTER. 

A fine of 10s. and 20s. costs was imposed 
on James J. Kelly, Bolton street, Dublin, 
for selling butter containing an excess of 
water above the legal percentage. 

The defence was that the butter was pur- 
chased from a firm in Kilkenny, and was 
guaranteed as being up to standard.

DEFRAUDED.

LONG FIRM SWINDLE IN 
LEEDS. 


A long firm swindle of considerable in- 
terest to egg and butter producers in Ireland 
and the Southern counties of England was 
heard at the Leeds Quarter Sessions yester- 
day, when Thomas Gomersall, of Leeds, 
pleaded guilty to two indictments charging 
him with obtaining credit without disclosing 
the fact that he was an undischarged bank- 
rupt. 

Detective-Sergeant Webster said that for 

years the prisoner had literally preyed on 
the business community. He conducted a 
sort of business at stores in Leeds, purport- 
ing to sell rabbits, eggs and butter. He 
had the same name as a quite respectable 
firm in the Leeds: market, and this enabled 
him to get credit. ' He was, however, an 
undischarged bankrupt. His method was to 
issue in Ireland and elsewhere circulars offer- 
ing to buy eggs and butter at a price above 
the market price, and goods were sent to 
him, but were hardly ever paid for. 
-_ Goods to the value of over £500 had been 
obtained, but he had only tendered payments 
amounting to £20. The goods were disposed 
of to street hawkers. web : ; 

A large number of convictions, including 
a conviction for three offences under the 
Bankruptcy Act, for which he was sentenced 
in 1924 to twelve months’ imprisonment, 
were recorded against him. 

Sentence of eighteen months, with hard 
labour, was passed.

Mr. T. W. Berkerry, Secretary of the Irish 
Houseowners’ Protection Association, read 
letters approving of the policy of the meeting 
and regretting inability to be present. 

e Chairman, in his opening remarks, 
welcomed the representatives to this important 
conference and pointed out that the object of 
his Association in convening it was to secure 
a thorough examination of the Town Tenants 
Bill, 1926. The bill, he pointed out, which 
they had to discuss was a very startling 
measure, and some of them might not take it 
seriously, but “they should not adopt that 
policy since it had been introduced. by a 
deputy who was the leader of one of the 
parties in the Dail. In his opinion this bill, 
if it became an Act, would effectively under- 
mine the entire’ economic structure of the 
Free State and destroy the sense of security 
that, he was happy to say, was steadily on 
the increase during the past two years. He 
felt sure that when the provisions of this bill 
were investigated by the Oireachtas the 
responsible members would appreciate the 
cardinal fact that it was utterly impossible to 
apply a system of land legislation to housing 
conditions. 

The bill was based on the Land Act of 1881, 
and he was convinced that, if it were passed, 
the solution of the housing problem would 
become utterly impossible, whilst the problem 
of unemployment would become more acute 
and the tenant section of the community 
would, he. believed, suffer in proportion. In 
considering the question of housing, he was 
satisfied that private enterprise must be 
stimulated by making investment of capital 
in the building of houses reasonably remune- 
rative and attractive, 


PROVISIONS OF THE BILL. 

Mr. D. H. Charles, LL.B., Law Agent: to 
the Irish Houseowners’ Protection Associa- 
tion, was then called upon to explain the pro- 
visions of the bill. In his opening remarks 
he stated that the bill purported to revolu- 
tionise the present beet relations between 
landlord and tenant by giving :— 

(1)—Permanent fixity of tenure to all 
tenants, whether occupying business premises 
or dwellinghouses in the Saorstat. This 
fixity of tenure differed materially from the 
limited and transient fixity of tenure | con- 
ferred by the Rent Restrictions Acts, which 
by their very nature would have limited dura- 
tion and application. This fundamental provi- 
sion in” the bill, he pointed out, is of the 
greatest importance, as from it springs the 
other provisions of fair rent, right of sale and 
pre-emption as corollarjes. .. 

(2)—The next principle involved in the bill 
ives the tenant the right to apply to the 
Vourt to have a judicial rent fixed. This 
judicial rent continugs for a period of ten 
years, so that the promoters of the bill do not 
a fluctuations in rents. It should also 
be o served that no means are indicated in 
these provisions whith would guide the Judge 
in the ascertainment of the said fair rents. 
Resort, therefore, will have to be made to 
expert valuers, auctioneers, etc., and the 
result would be endless disputes, disa - 
ments and an increasing volume of litigation.

REPUBLICAN TEACHER 
SENT TO. PRISON. 


SCENES IN. BELFAST COURT. 

Theré was a scene in the Belfast Police 
Court yesterday when Patrick G. Thorrbury, 
school teacher, whose address was given as 
22 Clondara street, Falls road district, was 
Sentenced to six months’ imprisonment for 
failure to comply with an order issued by 
the competent anthority requirmg him to 
reside outside certain areas jn Northern 
Ireland. | 

The proceedings were brief, only two wit- 
nesses being examined before Mr. Toppin, 
R.M., and Mr. O'Donoghue, R:M., who sat 
as. a specially-constituted Court ‘under the 
Civil Authorities Special Powers ‘Act. The | 
defendant did not cross-examine, but in the 
couyse.of the hearing declared himself a Re- 
publican, atid, therefore, he did not recog- 
nise the Court.. As a Belfast man, he said. 
that he intended to come back to the city. 

When the Chairman announced that the 
sentence of the Court was six months’ impri- 
sonment there was a cry of protest from 
several women who occupied the front, seats 
of the public gallery. 

YOUNG WOMAN’S.OUTBURST. 

“You beasts,” cried out one ‘well-dressed 
young woman as she sprang to her feet. 
Police and companions strove to pacify her, 
but she persisted and called: ““I have a 
perfect right to say it; you are beasts.”’ 
Thornbury was tapped on the shoulder by a 
detective and turned. to leave, but 
momentarily hesitated to ask the permission 
of the magistrates to hand over his watch 
and fountain pen to his sister. The magistrate 
made no reply to the request, and Thornbury 
was then conducted towards the Custody 
Court, which leads to the cells.. As he passed 
through a small crowd of policemen, the 
woman rushed forward, threw her arms round 
the accused, and embraced and kissed him 
fervently, With some difficulty the two were 
separated. and then a well-dressed. man en- 
deavoured to shake hands with Thornbury, 
around whom a cordon was promptly formed.

ECONOMY IN STAFFING. 

A report, which will come before the 
Dublin City Commissioners at their next 
meeting, throws some light on the ad 
ministration of the city which has brought 
about the reduction of the rates. 

Mr.. Commissioner Hernon, who is in 
charge of the Finance and General Purposes 
Section, sets out the arrangements recom- 
mended by him, following the retirement on 
pension of the Acting City Accountant. He 
proposes the abolition of that office, and that 
the work of the department be carried out 
in the following way :— 

Mr. John H. Hutchinson, B.A., to be ap- 
pointed City Accountant at a salary of 
£1,000 per annum from Ist November, 1926, 
with annual increments of £40 to a maximum 
salary of £1,150. Following Mr. Henry 
Mangan’s retirement, the arrangement for 
filling the vacancy was on a temporary 
basis, but I think the time is now oppor- 
tune to make a permanent appointment to 
the office, Mr. á mg mag present salary 
Deputy City Accountant is £950 per 
annum, and he would reach his maximum 
salary on his present grade (£1,000 per 
annum) in July next. | 

I do not recommend that the position of 
Deputy City Accountant be filled. The 
duties formerly attached to this position will 
be carried out by Mr. M. H. de Courey, 
who should be constituted a staff officer at 
a salary of £660 per annum as from Ist 
November, 1926, rising by annual increments 
of £20 to £700 per annum. Mr. de Courcy’s 
present salary is 8450 per annum, plus 
bonus (total, £643 16s. per annum). 

As senior head of section Mr. de Courcy 
was paid on a salary scale higher than that 
of minor staff officer by £50 per annum, plus 
bonus. I do not think, there is any necessity 
for such a position.in this department as 
senior: head of section, and consequently 1 
do not recommend any appointment to it. 

To fill the minor staff officership of the 
Finance and General Purposes Section in the

office recommend that Mr. A. J. 
Kavanagh, F.C.R.A., be appointed. Mr. 
Kavanagh’s present salary is £250 per 
annum, plus bonus, plus an accountancy 


allowance of £25 (total remuneration £409 
19s. per annum). I propose that Mr. 
Kavanagh’s salary be at his existing rate of 
regiuneration as from Ist November, 1926; 
that he receive an inclusive salary of £290, 
plus bonus, as from Ist November, 1927, 
rising subsequently by annual increments of 
£10 per annum to £3550. 

To fill the vacancy in the department at 
the lower end of the staff I recommend the 
transfer from the Electricity Department, 
Fleet street, of Mr. W. V. Doherty, Class B 
Clerk. Mr. Doherty has passed the final 
examination of the Corporation of Registered 
Accountants, and is, therefore, a suitable 
official for the City Accountant’s Section.

Punctually at 1 o'clock the Royal: train 
pulled up on the pier at Portsmouth, 
whereon were assembled all the principal 
naval and military officers of the 
garrisons; and, as the Duke stepped from 
the train, there rang out the eight silver 
war memorial bugles of the Royal 
Marines. sounded by picked buglers of 
that famous corps who were formed up by 
the Renown’s after turret. Then like one 
man the ship’s company of more than a 
thousand stepped to the rails of the 
quarter deck, gun carriage decks, spar 
deck and upper deck, crossed hands and 
‘‘manned ship.”’ 

The Duke, who was received on the jetty 
by Major-General Seely, th Lord 
Lieutenant of Hampshire, was closely 
followed by the Duchess, the Prince~ of 
Wales, Prince Henry, and Prince George, 
and some little time was occupied by in- 
formal presentations. Then there was a 
move towards the Renown, the Duke lead- 
ing the Royal procession. — mediately 
he set foot upon the gangway the Royal 
Standard was broken at the main mast. 
At the same time the petty officers piped 
the party aboard. The ceremony was 
most impressive, and the enthusiasm of 
the crowd who saw it was unbounded. 
The band of the Royal Marines on the 
quarter-deck played the National Anthem, 
and the last bar sounded just as the 
Princes and the Duchess reached the 
quarter-deck. | 


THE SALUTES. 

Salutes of 21 guns were fired by the 
Spithead batteries,. and within a few 
minutes of the Royal party going on board 
half-a-dozen Admiralty tugs cleared from 
their moorings, and the Renown’s four 
escorting destroyers, Velox, Vortigern, 
Warwick and Vancouver, began to take up 
their positions Channelwards. 

Inspection of the Royal apartments and 
leaye-takings occupied less than half-an- 
hour. 
battleship began slowly to move, hawser 
after hawser was cast off from the shore 


‘bollards, and in a very few minutes the 


ship had actually started on her long 
cruise, under her own steam. 

Just as the Princes had taken their 
stand on the pier the Duke and Duchess 
came to the side of the promenade deck 
immediately above the quarters they will 
occupy during their journey. The Prince 
of Wales, followed by his brothers, took 
off his cap and waved it in greeting. The 
Duchess replied by throwing kisses, and 
the Duke stood by her side waving his cap 
vigorously. 

The Princes remained at the end of the 
jetty until it was no longer possible for 
them to see the Duke and Duchess, and 
they were soon on their return journey to 
Tondon. Their visit to Portsmouth lasted 
less than an hour. 

Meanwhile the Renown was rapidly 
gathering speed, and she soon disappeared 
from view. Thousands of people came 
into the port by all manner of transport 
to witness the departure, and the utmost 
enthusiasm prevailed during the brief 
proceedings. 


OBJECT OF THE JOURNEY. 

The Duke of York has undertaken the 
journey chiefly to open, on behalf of the 
King, the Parliament House at Canberra, 
Australia’s new capital.

As Germany 
has shown a strong desire for evacuation, 
the French consider that they are in a 
good position for bargaining. 

There is also a section of opinion which 
is inclined to press the point that the 
occupation of Rhineland is prescribed by 
the Treaty as a guarantee, not only of the 
carrying out of German disarmament, but 
of the payment of reparations; and it is, 
therefore, suggested that some guarantee 
forthe execution of the Dawes plan should 
be asked for, but the main demand is for 
penny:

The important thing to remember is that 
all this is really directed against the Calles 
Government in Mexico, from which 
country the daily reports are more and 
more disquieting. The revolutionary ele- 
ments have been heartened, and this at a 
time when the test of the land and oil 
laws, to which the United States objects, 
cannot much longer be delayed. 

Events are clearly moving to the point 
of virtual intervention in Mexico—unless 
President Calles, as seems unlikely, 
should give way all along the line. Any 
pretence of neutrality in Nicaragua having 
gone, there need be little doubt that the 
State Department will be permitted by the 
White House to force the issue in 
Mexico, and a change of Government there 
is by no means outside the realm of 
possibility.

The Leinster counties are now tlooded with 
nondescript bulls called “dairy shorthorns, - 
but it must be generations back since their 
shorthorn ancestors were extant. The 
Department of Agricuiture made a laudable 
effort last year to. get rid of the “scrub ' 
bull, but they have this year been replaced 
by worse stock, snd all non-pedigree bulls 
should be inspected this month. Some of 
them may be shapely enough to be approved, 
articularly tne direct cross of the shorthorn. 
ertainly the sheep and pigs have of recent 
years improved considerably and the super 
vision should be encouraged.—Yours, ete., 
Epwarp A. Coonan.

THE BLOODY HAND OF ULSTER. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—Your correspondent, Mr. Millin, 
on firm ground in stating that the badge of 
Ulster, the red hand of the O’Neills, is a 
right hand. Mr. Vinycomb repeatedly called 
attention to this fact in the Belfast. Press 
and in proceedings of scientific societies, on 
the authority of the late Sir Bernard Burke, 
Ulster King of Arms, the real authority on 
the subject. The legend of the left hand 
cnt off and thrown ashore has nothing to do 
with the red hand of Ulster. It is a mere 
vulgar legend imported from the Rhineland 
in the eighteenth century. 

The O’Neills possibly derived the hand from 
thé Dextra Dei, or right hand of God, carved 
under the arms of some ancient [Irish tall 
crosses (the Almighty supporting the Chris. 
tian Church, symbolised by the cross). Sir 
Bernard Burke. blazons the Ulster red hand 
as ‘‘a dexter hand,” and it is so engraved 
on the silver seal of Hugh O'Neill, King of 
Ulster, in a.p, 1335. Many baronets use the 
left hand.on their shields; but Sir Bernard 
Burke pointed out that “this inaccuracy 
dates only from modern times,” and that 
“so late as 1740 Sir John Denny Vesey, 
Bart., when created Baron Knapton, had 
his arms and supporters registered with the 
baronet’s hand dexter, as it should be.” 
Ulster King of Arms quite lately has also 
ms it as a right hand to a Belfast 

ronet. There are, of course no blood 


drops.
